Hus and 
Psrriarrw, with the design of overwhelming 
our troops. Repulsed on the first assault, they. 
seem now to be laying regular siege to’ the 
place, and brisk movements on both sides are 
reported this: morning: Gen. Fosrsn is evi- 
dently very active in bringing up troops from 
Newbern, and other points ; and our confidence 
in the ability of this officer—which is based 
upon his excellent and successful conduct 
during his whole campaign on the North Caro- 
lina Coast—leads us to believe that he will 
make a gallant, skillful and unflinching con- 
test, and will come out of it with the same 
good fortune that has always awaited him. 

From Gen. Banzs’ Department there is no 
news of significance, though minor successes 
and. reverses continue occurring here and 
there in Lower Louisiana, The main misfor- 
tune, however, is that Gen. Banxs has not 
been able to join effectively with the forces 
above in any advance upon the vital points of 
the rebellion on the east bank of the Missis- 
sippi River. Gen. Banxs sailed from. this har- 
bor with a fine force of men. . The public dis- 
appointment was: very great that he did not 
turn up the James River, and codperate with 
Buznsipz’s movements in Virginia ; and there 
can be no less disappointment now, situated 
as’his army is in Louisiana, that it is not be- 
fore Chafleston, taking part in thé assault on 
that stronghold.

MoCixt was at Drainsville, and was at that 
time “ sending out heavy reconnoissances in 
all directions from that point.” Gen‘ Sroxz 
was" directed in this telegram “to keep a 
good lookout upon Leesbargh, to see if this 
movement has the effect to drive them (the 
rebels) away ;" and it was added, “ perhaps a 
slight demonstration on your part would have 
the effect to move them.” Gen. Szonz on the 
Same day .started*a second réconavitering 
party toward Leesburgh, and immediately 
telegraphed the fact to Gen. McC.iztian. To 
that telegram no reply was made; and Gen. 
Sronz was left in entire ignorance of the fact 
that Gen. MoCa.t’s force was ordered by Gen. 
MoCret.an back from Drainsvilleon Monday 
morning. That fact did not become known 
to him until Monday night, after the battle. 
posed, on the morning ‘of the battle—and 
had reason to suppose—that Leesburgh was 
to be threatened on the other ‘side by Gen. 
MoCatt’s regiments. It was this error, for 
which he was not responsible, that made _ the 
movement across the river, with such insuffi- 
cient means for retreat, an act of ruinous 
rashness, instead of being, what it .would 
have been otherwise, a perfectly safe and 
highly serviceable operation, in full -pursu- 
ance of the. original orders. 

It is also-made quite apparent that the 
movement was approved by McCle/lan both at 
the time and afterward. According to the 
evidence, Gen. Sroxz apprised him on the day 
of the battle that the «crossing had been 
made—received from him a cengratulatory 
dispatch in return, and was’ directed ‘by him 
after the battle to hoid Edwards’ Ferry and 
“all the ground'you now have on the Vir- 
ginia: shore,” ‘by intrenching, if ‘necessary, 
with.a promise of reinforcements. This tes- 
timoay, in conjunction with the fact that Gen. 
Stowz was retained in his full command for 
three months afterward, would seem ‘to for- 
bid all doubt that he was considered at head- 
quartere.to have. been not at all in fault

Recall of the Prussian Minister in Mexico. 
Among the many signs of a change in 


public sentiment in Europe regarding Mexico, 


the recent prompt acquiescence of the Prus- 
sian Government to the request of the Mexi- 
can Minister of Foreign Affairs for the recall 
of the Prussian Minister in Mexico, Banow E. 
pe WaGner, is not the least significant. 
Baron Waonsn, by his active partizanship 
with the Church party , his hatred to the liber- 
al cause, and his subserviency to the French, 
had made himself most obnoxious to the 
Mexican Government and people; and his con- 
stant disregard of all the courtesies recog- 
nized in diplomatic intercourse had made it 
almost impossible for any minister of foreign 
affairs, possessing any just sensitiveness as 
to his own or his country’s dignity, to transact 
official business with him.
